London, Nov, 28.— Tho Marquis of Salis- 
bury delivered an address before the 
National Conservative Union in Cardiff this 
evening. Reforriug to tho ooal strike, he 
said ho rejoiced over the settlement of the 
trouble as tho conflict waa digging a chasm 
botween classes, and through lack of agree- 
ment tho prosperity of the nation 
was impoBsiblo. Tho news from 
foreign countries, ho continued, was 
such as to make England reflect upon 
her position, duties, and dangers. Two 
nations without governments, and another 
was bankrupt. It was a matter of tho iirat 
importance for England not to depend for 
her safety upon a good government and tho 
good will of other nationB. Mho must be in 
such a condition that, what over happened, 
sho would always be able to depend upon 
her own lleot and her own strong arms. It 
ought not to ho imagined thatEngiund's posi- 
tion wasabBolutely secure. Atamutteroffuct, 
her navy was far below the point ensuring 
absolute confidence. He pictured the effect 
of an unforeseen foreign combination se- 
curing possession of St. George's channel. 
The calamity resulting to English commerce 
would not be recovered for generations. He 
drew this picture without any purpose of 
alarming the people. 

It was with a feeling of deep dismay that 
he saw the Government wasting all its force 
on measurcB which nobody heard of ten 
years ago, und tho importance of which was 
only in tho imagination. The political situ- 
ation was, ho did not doubt, one of 
great complexity, but, regarding tho parish 
councils franchise, ho had never heard of 
any movement of tho rural population 
showing that thoy desirod it. The only 
construction ho could placo on the action of 
tho Government wbb that they desired to 
obtain the opinion of tho electors, 
not upon Homo Rulo, but upon 
h:ilf a dozen measures of different 
kinds at the same time. That being 
the case, ho hoped the Houso of Lords 
would consider them all in tho same line. 
The Houso of Lords had already virtually 
Baid : "We believe the English peoplo are 
against Home Rule, and until they obtain 
tho approval of tho country you • will 
not overcome tho resistance of the 
House of Lords." In conclusion, 
tho speaker said tho country was 
in as much danger in being Burprised as be- 
ing openly overcome. The causo of tho in- 
tegrity of the Empire had not yet been won. 
It behooved them, therefore, to be constant- 
ly on the alert, lest Gludstonc, seeking to 
fulfil his numerous pledges, succeeded in 
wresting from Parliament hia will. 



HOSPITAL DIRECTORS MEET. 

A General Hospital Sunday and Various 
Other Matters Discussed. 

The Board of Management of tho Royal 
Jubileo hospital met last evening in the 
ollices of Yates & Jay, there being present 
Messrs. A. C. Flumerfelt, W. M. Chudley, 
H. O. Helmcken, G. H. Brown, A. Wilson, 
F..B. Gregory, H. M. Yates, J. Davies, D. 
M. Eberts, J. Braden, G. Byrnes, the Sec- 
rotary, H.M. Yates ; tho President, Charles 
Hayward in the chair. 

After tho adoption of the minutes, the 
first business taken up was tho report of the 
committee of tho month, which, among 
other things, recommended that Miss At- 
kinson be allowed full nurse's pay from No- 
vember 1 ; that Mr. H. U. Helmcken be 
thanked for otloring to havo the name 
of tho King's Daughters put in letters of 
gold over the room set upart for them ; also 
that a water pipe he laid to tho main at tho 
hospital and a hydrant and hose bo put up 
for fire protection. Tho report was adopted 
and the part referring to the tiro protection 
waa referred to tho new committee of the 
month to report at next meeting, Mr. Wil- 
son suggesting that probably the city would 
provide the pipo, hydrant and hose. 

The special lire insurance committee re- 
ported recommending that the different 
companies bo allowed to put an "average " 
clause in tho policies free of charge to the 
hospital. The treasurer explained that this 
clause divided the buildings into sections on 
which each company uhould bear its propor- 
tion of loss in case of damage by tire. 
Adopted. 

Doctors Coraan and Holdeu were added 
to the consulting stuff of the hospital. 

Mr. Flumerfelt remarked that ho had 
heard it expressed by a number of people 
that it would bo advisable to get Lhe differ- 
ent churches to set aside one day as a gen- 
eral Hospital Sunday in each year. He be- 
lieved it would bo a good plan if the Board 
tvould arrange to have someone call on tho 
different denominations and get their views, 
and if possible have a day tixed. 

A general discussion followed, tho views 
expressed being in favor of some action 
being taken, though differing in details. 
Finally Mr. Flumerfelt moved, seconded by 
Mr. Wilson, that the various denominations 
be addressed upon the subject and their 
views obtained. This was carried and the 
chairman appointed Messrs. Flumerfelt and 
Gregory a committee to attend to the mat- 
ter. 

Tho monthly bills for October, amounting 
to $1,746.84, were presented by tho Trea- 
surer and ordered paid if found correct. 

Mr. Helmcken having brought to the at- 
tention of the Board tho desires of the 
King's Daughters in regard to their work at 
tho hospital, ho and Mr. Wilson were ap- 
pointed a committee to meet tho ladies to 
Bnd out, what they wished and report. 

Mr. Davies gave notice of moving at next 
meeting that By-law 82 be repealed and in- 
stead that tho Board at tho beginning of 
each year elect the stuff of physicianB and. 
surgeons of the hospital. 

Several other matters camo up for discus- 
sion, including the subject of allowing the 
Maternity hospital to be built on the 
Jubilee grounds, hut no action was taken.

"DANGER ON THE SEA!" 

A Pamphlet Written by mi Italian Which Hub 
Caused Considerable Stir. 

Rome, Nov. 28 — Signor Vceehi, an emin- 
ent writer on maritime subjeots, has pub- 
lished a notablo pamphlet entitlod, " The 
Danger is Upon the Sea." In it ho declares 
that Italy carinot rely upon England'a inter- 
vention for her co-operation in war. Eng 
laud realizes too well, he thinks, tho disas 
ter which a naval wur would bring to her 
commercial interests to give up the advan- 
tages of neutrality and close tho markets of 
continental powers to her steel and coal. 
Veechi believes that in tho ovent of war be- 
tween Italy and Franco the German fleet 
would remain in tho Baltic The Italian 
and Austrian fleets, however, would not 
bu'^co to defend Italy's shore. Therefore, 
it could be better to reduce expenditures 
for the urmy and at the sumo titno estab- 
lish a great naval station at Praponi, on the 
weBt coast of Sicily. Vocchi'a pamphlet 
Iiub made a considerable stir, as it is be- 
lieved to have been inspired from high 
quarters. It may havo some infltienco upon 
tho settlement of the cabinet crisis, us tho 
question of reducing the army will bo a 
vital one for the next cubinet crisis, us the 
question of retrenching by reducing the 
army have been regarded as impossible can- 
didates for tho premiership, us such a re- 
duction would bo distasteful, it is believed, 
to the Vienna and Berlin governments. 



POPE LEO XIII. 



His Holiness Getting Weaker and 
Cannot Last Long— Much 
Alarm Created.

The Real Issue When the Next Pon- 
tiff is Chosen— Whence 
Will He Come? 

New York, Nov. 27.— Harold Frederick 
cables the Times from London : There 
have been numerous false alarms from the 
Vatican during tho past few years, but this 
time preparations are being seriously made 
for the election of a new Pope. While Btill 
able to get about and take part sparingly in 
public functions, Loo XIII has visibly fallen 
into the stage of eenilo decay which the 
physiciana do not believo can last until 
March. His Holiness' life will be at best a 
matter of only a month. 

Tho appearance of suoh a remarkable 
figure in tho world's affairs may bo at any 
time a subject for deep concern, but the 
events of the past year have so tied the 
Pupacy up with the vital international pro- 
blems of Europe, that any chango in tho 
Vatican now must powerfully affeot the 
wholo situation. After oeoturies of almost 
complete political indifference as to which 
Italian prelate won the tiara away from tho 
other, the European powers find themselves 
suddenly buck again in quite a medieval 
state of anxiety and furious rivalry about 
thla forthcoming election. Apart from the 
question of the ultimate results there now 
arises tho immediate question of whether it 
would not be safer to back out of it alto- 
gether. 

When tho election of a new Pope comes 
this will bo tho real issue, and from all I 
can gather the next conclave is likely to 
have a majority in favor of withdrawing 
from the present perilous position and try- 
ing to muuteuvro back again to a Bafe bal- 
ancing neutrality between the two great 
armed camps which divide Europe. Car- 
dinal Serafino Vanneutelli is for tho moment 
tho most likely choice of this majority, and 
so seems nearer tho tiara than any of his 
colleagues. If either ho or Djpiotro is 
chosen Galimberti will be seoretary of Btute, 
and this would mean friendly relutions with 
Vienna und Berlin, smoother intercourse 
with tho Italian Government, and a polite 
cooling off of the flirtation with Paris and 
St, Petersburg. Vanneutelli is of the same 
ago as Cardinal Gibbons, and wua nunoio in 
Austria before became Archbishop of Bo- 
logne. 



DUBLIN DYNAMITERS. 

An InferHal Machine Found at a Railway 
Terminus— Inquiries living Vigor- 
ously Prosecuted. 

Dublin, No/. 28. — Considerable excite- 
ment was caused in this city to-day by 
tho discovery this morning of an infer- 
nal machine in the Broadatono railway 
terminus. It contained four detonators. 
The police have evidence connecting the 
dynamiters with the murder of Reid, Tho 
dynamiters doubted his fidelity and asked 
him to go to America, giving him £7 to 
leave. Last evening two comrades went 
with him to tho North Wall quay to see 
him to the Liverpool boat. There ho sud- 
denly changed his mind and refused to 
leave tho country. His companions quar- 
relled with him and the quarrel was kept 
up in the streets until thoy reached the 
lonely spot whore the body was found by 
the police. 

London, Nov, 28 — In answer to Mr. Ed- 
ward Carson, tho Homo Socretnry, said 
there had undoubtedly been an at- 
tempt made to cause a dynamite explosion at 
tho Aldbrough barracks. It remained to 
bo seen what, if any, connection there was 
between this affair and the murder of Pat- 
rick Reid.

CAPITAL NOTES. 



Canada Will Have a Mineral and 
Agricultural Display at 
Sau Francisco. 



The Revised American and Canadian 
Tariffs-Public Presentation 
to the " Capitals." 



IFrom our own Correspondent, 

Ottawa, Nov. 28.— The Interior Depart- 
ment and tho Canadiun Pacific will jointly 
make a displuy of minerals and agricultural 
specimens at tho San Francisco exhibition. 
Thoy will largoly distribute literature of 
which the officials of tho Interior Depart- 
ment havo a considerable quantity ready. 

Tho Minister of Financo stated to-day 
thut if the proposed U. S. tariff passes in 
its presont Bhupo tho duties will still be 
higher, taken all round, than our present 
Canadian tariff. Some of the articles on 
which tho duty has been decreased would 
serve to increase trado between the United 
States and Canada. Hon. Mr. Foster 
stated that the Canadian tariff rovision 
meaBuro would bo ready early in tho ses- 
sion. The Ottawa lumbermen generally are 
woll pleased at tho lumber provisions of tho 
United States tariff. 

His Excellency tho Governor-General, on 
behalf of a comniitteo of citizens, to-night 
presented the "Capitals," the champion 
lacrosse players, with gold watcheB. Tho 
opera houso wbb packed. 

J. S. Archibald. Q.C., of Montreal, has 
been appointed a judge of the Superior 
court of Quebec, vico Wurtele, transferred 
to tho Court of Queen's Bench. 

The "modus vivendi" licenso system af- 
fecting the Atlantic (isherios, was last year 
taken advantage of to a less extent than in 
1892. Only 71 Yankee vessels took out 
licenses, of grosa tonnage of 6,000, the total 
amount received in fees being 10,131. In 
1892 tho number of licenses issued was 108, 
with foos, $13,410. 



THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Its Utility From the Point of View of the 
Possession of the Sandwich Islands. 

SanFrancisco,Nov.2S— The BulletinBays 
this evening : " In the courBO of an editorial 
article on the proposed Pacific cable to con- 
nect Australia with British Columbia, the 
London Times observes that tho principal 
valuo of tho cable, from the Imperial point 
of view, is for pofitical purposes, and it is 
evident that a line which passes at any por- 
tion of its course entirely into the 
hands of u foreign power, might be- 
come perfectly useless in the event of 
complications arising with that power. 
" The significance of this remark," says the 
Bulletin, "lies in the fact that tho pro- 
posed route of tho cablo is from New Cale- 
donia to the Fiji Islands, thence by Samoa, 
Honolulu and tho Fanning Islands to Van- 
couver. It is clear that English interests 
are opposed to the annexation of Hawaii by 
the United States, and an admiral haa 
pointed out that the Islands are of tho 
greatest importance to either Great Britain 
or the United Stutes from a naval point of 
view. Thoir posaeaaion would certainly be 
a Btrong point for thia country in tho event 
of a war with England," 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

A Certain Amount of Uneasiness on Account 
of Tariff Changes-General Liquidations, 
Followed by Increased Strength. 

New Youk, Nov. 28.— After a terrifio 
drivo at American Sugar at tho opening, 
which, by tho way, hud but slight influence 
on tho railway list, the stock market grad- 
ually gathered strength and closed at, or 
near, tho top figures of tho day. Sugar 
dropped G§ per cent, at tho start. Prefer- 
red sold down 4J to 8. 1 ,; Whiskey, 2J to 2f>Ji; 
Lead, 1\ to 22g ; Chicago Gas, J to 62g"; 
and General Electric to 35$. Tho proposed 
changes in the tariff have caused a feeling of 
uneasiness among holders of thia class of 
stocks and there wero general liquidations 
ugain. To-d,iy, whilo tho Industrials 
wero declining, operators in tho room were 
quiotly putting up the other stocks and 
even London bought little. When the sell- 
ing of sugar ceased the murket began to 
move up and, in the afternoon, was 
declared stronger. The favorable October 
statements of the St. Paul aud Chicago, 
Burlington Ic Quiucy, proved powerful aids 
to those operating for higher prices. Tho 
strength of the railway lists finally forced 
the "shorts" in the Industrial to cover, and 
a rally of 1 g to 5 per cent, ensued. Tho 
market closed strong, and anywhere from J 
CO 2J per cent, above yesterday's closing 
figures. The total sales were 280,000 shares, 
of which about 180,000 wero industrials.

Thero was no meeting of tho City Council 
last ovening. Mayor Haslam was confined 
to his houso with a bad cold, and others of 
tho aldormanio body were ill.

CITY COMMISSIONERS. 

To the Editor :— Many of your fellow 
citizens aro grateful to you for your vigor 
ous exposuro of the bad government of the 
city, and somo feel that it is now a fitting 
time to support your efforts. Many think 
that the system is at fault. We pay S6.500 
a year to our mayor and aldermen, for 
what ? — for talking to tho galleries and for 
mis-governing ub by wasting tho civic 
revonuo. Wo havo often Buffered in tho 
past and aro suffering now from a self- 
Beeking clique The proposal made by 
your correspondent " Junius," and by a 
speaker at tho late meeting of substituting 
commissioners for the aldermanio board, is 
worthy of discussion. With two commis 
siouers elected (or approved) by tho people 
and the city engineer, forming a board of 
works to design and superintend all publio 
works, economy and better results might bo 
predicted. Tho experiment has been tried 
in somo Amorican cities with unqualified 
success. Wo should not then witness tho 
absurdity of attempting to carry out three 
different systems of aewerage and drainage 
at a frightful cost. We should have what 
wo certainly have not now— continuity in 
design. 

The ratepayers should not allow any 
M.P.P. to have a scat at the council board, 
for it is evident that it has worked badly in 
the past. Every alderman so sitting in tho 
Legislative Assembly has an opportunity of 
amending (?) tho Municipal Act, of which 
tho ratepayers know nothing until the 
amendments become law. The Act of 1891 
required a majority of two-thirda to carry a 
by-law. This was altered the following 
year to a bare majority, notwithstanding 
the revelations bofore the Royal Commis- 
sion, and tho debt already incurred by tho 
city, which is such a heavy drag upon it. 

Was it not at the closo of 1892 that 
§25,000 was voted for street cleaning ? 
Would any man of common sense borrow 
money to pay his housemaid ? Had the ma- 
jority been two-thirds, this and many other 
equally mischievous by-laws would not 
have passed. This year, I am told (the ac- 
counts are not yet published) that §90,000 
havo been spent for Board of Health and 
hospital purposes, and that the buildinga 
are unnecessarily costly, and this, after the 
ratepayers had refused to vote for them last 
year ! No doubt, some provision had to bo 
made for tho former, but it appears proba- 
ble that much cheaper buildinga (seldom to 
be used, perhaps) would have served the 
purpose well enough. Tho bulk of this 
money, having been saved, should have 
been spent in aeworago and cleaning tho 
streets. Tho filthy and disgraceful condi- 
tion of these is a menace to tho growth and 
prosperity of the city, and subjects us to tho 
reproach of " not knowing better." Aro not 
our claims to be a health resort imperillod 
by this filth ! Is it any wonder that sick- 
ness is so prevalent ? 

Look at Cook street, which has been mado 
twice. Ono carriage has been bogged there, 
and an express cart horse, only a day or 
two ago, had to bo dug out. A few years 
ago another incapable Council dug u canal 
over aix feot deep down tho eaat aide of this 
street, and neglected to put up any hand- 
rail. What waa tho result? A naval offi- 
cer, well known for his kind ontortainment 
of the children of tho placo, drove into it on 
a dark and foggy night, and waB bo seriously 
hurt that ho died a few days afterwurds. 
This would havo justified an action for 
heavy damages, and so would tho other two 
cases, for suroly every householdor haa a 
right to drivo up to the pavoment in front 
of his houae without first taking 
soundings with a 30-foot pole. There aro so 
many other matters of deop importance re- 
quiring consideration that I must ask you 
to allow mo further space to try and got our 
people to look tho matter straight in tho 
face. Wo havo now a powerful competitor, 
backed up by the Government of tho Domin- 
ion, it is to bo feared, and by an unscrupu- 
lous and woalthy corporation, and our only 
hope is bo to expend our revenue as to ob- 
tain the greatest possible results, with clean- 
liness and attractiveness always in view. 
Having these, we have little to fear in tho 
future, Fifty-One.

Tho louth annual oonveutiuu uf tho Pro 
Tinoiul Women's Christian Temperance 
Union opened in thin city yesterday morn 
ing with a fair representation of officers and 
delegates, and an interesting programmo of 
business which will not bo disposed of until 
to-morrow evening. Tho firat session was 
hold in tho Metropolitan church school room 
at 9:30 o'clock, when the delegates mot in 
executive and adopted, with a few altera 
tiona, the programme drafted by tho local 
committee. An adjournment was then 
taken to tho Epworth League room, in tho 
Bivmo building, whore the business sessions 
of the convention will bo conducted. The 
convention formully opened at 10:30, with 
Mrs. Cuuningham, of New Westminster, 
tho president, in the chair, and Mrs. Gould 
and Mrs. McGregor, of this city, as secre- 
tary and assistant secretary respectively. 

Tho committee on credentials reported 
thirty-aix accredited delegates in attend 
ance, besides olfioerB and superintendents of 
departments not present as delegates. The 
calling of tho roll showed the names of the 
visitors and tho local representatives to be 
as follows :

The usual working committees were ap- 
pointed for tho convention, and tho morn- 
ing session closed with a half-hour consecra- 
tion meeting, led by Mrs. Pollard, of Sap- 
perton. Luncheon was served in the school- 
room by the ladiea of the city churches, 
and the convention resuming at 2 o'clock, 
the afternoon was Riven up to the discussion 
of reports. 

Minutes of mootings of the Executive dur- 
ing the year were read by the recording 
secretary, approved, and accepted aa the re- 
port from this officer. The special commit- 
tee appointed to raise money by collection 
cards for the purpose of defraying the ex- 
penses of tho delegate to the Dominion 
Convention, hold in Winnipeg last June, 
reported a deficit of §7 ; this amount will 
no doubt be made up without difficulty be- 
fore the convention closes. 

Instead of an addreas, the President gavo 
a brief account of her visit to tho World's 
CongresB of Temperance Workers, held in 
tho art palaeu at Chicago during the 
Hummer. Tho Canadian delegates at tho 
Congress were accorded the seals of honor, 
and tho addresses were by the most notable 
workers of the world. Among these were 
Lady Henry Somerset; Mother Elizuboth 
Thompson, of Crusade fame ; Susan B. 
Anthony, tho stur of the Congress; tho 
round-the-world missionary, Miss Acker- 
man, of Australia ; and Sinsuida, from 
Japan, tho originaior of the idea to exhibit 
a boll mado from two thousand metal pipes, 
the contributions of Japuneso who had 
given up smoking. 

Tho report of tho correBpondiDg secretary 
was not aa encouraging as had been hoped 
for. Instead of increasing, the membership 
i throughout the Province showed a marked 
falling off, though soma places, notably 
Victoria and Chilliwack, had more than 
maintained their numerical strength, and 
mado many additions lo their rolls. The 
amount raised fir lno-1 work by all the 
Unions was given as i:70G SO, as against 
$1202.95 last year; tl'i revenue of the 
Refuge Homo this yoar was §148 50, that of 
1892 being $695 0&. Th Union had, how- 
ever, causes for thankfulness and con- 
gratulation. Scientific temperance was 
now taught in all the schools ; many 
of the churches were uaiug unfermented 
wine for communion purposes; a vast 
amount of temperaneo literature hud been 
distributed where good results must be 
accomplished and the legislative committee 
had made their presence felt, notably when 
an attempt had been mado to introduce tho 
sale of liquor in Stanley Park, Vancouver. 
A petition bearing 1,300 signatures, 
promptly presented to the mayor and 
council effectually disposed of tho proposi- 
tion. On tho whole tho work of the year, 
whilo gratifying lo some respects, could not 
bo taken otherwise than us pointing tho 
necessity for increased interest and effort in 
tho future, 

The treasurer's report was next doalt 
with, and tho Refuge Homo Committee 
reported having sheltered eleven inmates 
during the year. Five of these have bo< n 
returned to their homes, and ihreo placed 
in good aituationo ; ono had married trom 
tho home and tho remaining two aro well 
cared for. Recognizing the necessity of 
securing a building with moro lund 
attached, a hall sore of ground hus boon 
purchased at u coat of $700, within a few 
minutes' walk of thu Douglas streot car line, 
and here it is proposed to erect suitable 
premises at tho earliest possible opportunity. 
Tho finances of the Home are somewhat 
reduced. At tho end of 1S92, a balance of 
£312 50 remained in hand ; the expenditure 
during tho twelve months, including tho 
purchase prico of tho land referred to, was 
§1,400.78, and tho balance now in tho treas- 
ury is $147.12. 

Sovoral departmental reports followed, 
the afternoon session being brought to a 
close shortly aftor 5 o'clock. 

THE EVENING SESSION. 

In the evening tho Temperance hull on 
"Pandora avenuco was taken poasosaion of as 
affording moro accommodation for tho 
poneral public, who attended iu considorablo 
numbers. Mrs. Cuuningham- being indis- 



posed, the chair was taken by Mrs. Gordon 
Grant, anil there wero with her on tho plat- 
form a uumeious representation of tho olergy 
of the city who aro actively identified with 
tho temperaneo movement. Tho programme 
was a diversified oue, and included music, 
both vocal and instrumental, scripture read- 
ing, a question drawer and addresses by tho 
local clorgymon and temperance workers. 
Tho visitors to the convention wero formully 
welcomed on behalf of Victoria's W.C.T.U., 
tho Independent Order of Good Templars 
and the Roy»l Templars of Temperance, 
and to those hospitable addresses Mrs, 
llrown, of Vancouver, responded on behalf 
of tho Mainland delegation. 

Tho principal spoukor ot the evening was, 
howover, Rt. Rev. Biahop Porrin, who sinco 
his coming among British Columbiana has 
let pass no suitable opportunity for raising 
his voice in behalf of temperance. At tho 
outsot of his remarks His Lordship dwelt 
upon tho necessity of deliberation and the 
neod of temperaneo workers boing fre- 
quently brought together so that they 
might not grow cold and thoir enthusiasm 
bo kept alive. Failure muBt not be thought 
of, but success kept continually before tho 
eyes. The weaknesses of tho flesh were 
spoken of as objects of charitable considera- 
tion, not reproach, and tho Biahop referred 
feelingly to the temptations which especially 
assail thoso who have contracted an appe- 
tito for drink, but which come in aomo form 
or other to all. 

Illustrating his point, tho Bishop told 
how, although an advocate of temperance 
and a tomperance man for many years, ho 
had thought, when ho became a bishop, that 
perhaps it would bo best for him to sink his 
principles in the matter of offering intoxi- 
cants 'o none who visited his house, and 
provide wino for tuch of his friend i as had 
been accustomed to and expented such hos- 
pitality. The suggestion of the tempter 
was silencod, however, by tho remarks of a 
worthy woman with whom ho had hud tho 
pleasure of conversing ahortly after coming 
to Canada, and thoao who camo to Bishop's 
Closo would therefore have no wino sot be- 
foro them. If they valued glasses of wino 
moro than his friendship, it was time in- 
toxicants wore not presented to tempt 
them. 

In Canada, temperance legislation ap- 
peared to be in advanco of temperaneo edu- 
cation. The public houaes had been legia- 
lated shut on tho Sunday, yet if thoBo same 
public houses could bo entered by the back 
door, if tho law was openly defied, and if, 
ub in Viotoria, saloon men boasted that 
their business had no interruption from 
year's end to year's end — then tho need 
was not further legislation, but rather edu- 
cation. The people must be taught that 
laws once enacted must be respected and 
vigoroualy carried out. 

Between Esquimalt and Victoria, tho 
short distance of threo miles, thero wore 
seven licensed places for the sale of liquor — 
seven traps for the poor brothers who, 
shut up porhapB for months on board 
ship, they were especially designed to 
catch. It was a matter for dnep 
regrot that there was no proper 
place in Victoria for the reception and on- 
tortainment of tho sailors, and it waa to bo 
hoped that steps would immediately bo 
taken for tho eatabliahment of a "rest" 
where Bailors could find a hospitable welcome 
without the temptation to drink boing 
thrown in their way. Ono great problom 
for temperance workers to face was tho fur- 
nishing of a counter attraction to tho saloon 
— a place which would entice, but not de- 
stroy ; no dingy coffee-house, but a placo of 
enjoyment, which, by its greater attractive- 
ness, would draw the customers from tho 
saloon. For auch a place thero was a grout 
need ; it would prove ono of the moat effect- 
ive weapons for temperance which could 
possibly ba obtained. 

Temperance education must not bo for- 
gotten for a moment. Tho speaker referred 
with extrome pleasure to the fact that tho 
Minister of Education of Ontario, Hon. 
Geo. W Ros8, had announced his intention 
of laying before the Legislature a plan for 
incorporating temperance instruction with 
tho list of obligatory subjects in all primary 
schools— scientific instruction being given 
tho young each day in regurd to the liquor 
habit and its results. It would be impossible 
to over-estimate tho importance of this 
branch of primary education. Let tho 
young grow up with a knowledge of what 
intemperance produced, and then, when 
education had thus done its part, legislation 
would very quickly adjust itself. 

Attention waa next paid to tho work of 
temperance organizations, Bands of Hope, 
Unions, otc, and having thus referred to 
tho soveral parts played by tho home, the 
school and organized temperance effort, the 
Biahop concluded his remarks by urging tho 
army of workers — moro especially woman, 
whoao love, subordinating logic, rulea tho 
world — to continuo to agitato, legialato and 
educate for temperance. 

TO-DAT'a PROGRAMME. 

Tho interesting features of this morning's 
programme will bo tho reports of the dele- 
gates to tho Dominion convention and the 
World's Temperunce congress ; the depart- 
mental reports will also be continued und 
tho session close with a prayer service. In 
tho afternoon, the Financo, Plan of Work, 
Resolutions and other committees will re- 
port, and in tho evening thero will bo a 
second open meeting at the Temperance 
hall. Addresses by Mrs. Cunningham, tho 
president, Misa Bowes and Rev. Solomon 
Cleaver, with good music, will mako tho 
evening meeting a most interesting ono.

— Tho meeting of the 
National Conservative Union opened hero 
today.

Ou motion of Sir Ellis Ashmead Bartlett, 
member for the Eccleehull division of Shef- 
field, Loid Dunraven wua elected to tho 
presidency for the ensuing year. Reso- 
lutions were adopted thanking the Houso of 
Lords for rejecting tho Homo Rulo bill, und 
declaring that industrial disputes ought to bo 
settled by boards of arbitration.

LILLIPUTIAN MUNICIPALITIES. 

The Parish Councils liill would at ono 
time havo been considered in England an 
ultra-radical measure. It gives every parish 
in the kingdom whoso population exceeds 
three hundred, largo powers of Belf-govern 
mont. It converts " Hodge " not only into 
a froe and independent voter, but it makes 
him a possible legislator and an adminis- 
trator. Tho bill creates a very largo nuni 
ber of petty municipalities which are to be 
worked in great part by men who havo not 

/ hitherto been in the habit of thinking and 
acting tor themselves. It will, Bays the 
Bishop of Ripon, " in the opinion of some 
do little less than revolutionise tho whole 
government of our rural populations. It 
will, for tho first time in our history, make 
the county populations acquainted with the 
modes and powers of self government." 

The Pariah Councils will havo all tho 
powers, duties and liabilities of parish 
vestries except such aa aro purely ecclesiasti- 
cal. They will havo power to make allot- 
ments, to acquire buildings for public 
offices, to purchase land for such buildings 
as well as for recreation grounds and public 
walks. Thoy can utilize tho water Bupply 
in tho parishes and deal with ponds or pools 
or ditches which they consider nuisances. 
They can impose a rate not to exceed a 
penny in the pound, and thoy can, under 
certain restrictions, borrow money. In 
fact the powers which the bill gives to 
these now councils appear to be larger than 
men unused to the transaction of public 
business will be able to exercise wisely and 
for the good of thoao whom thoy 
reproBont. Wo in America who witnees 
every day the incredible stupidity and the 
utter incapacity of municipal bodies com- 
posed of much more promising material than 
can be, for a time, at any rate, available for 
many of tho British Parish Councils, can 
hardly oxpeot that tho infant Councila will, 
with any degree of efficiency, servo the pur- 
poses for which they are intended. Neithor 
is it to bo expected that the people willcon- 
tinuo for any great length of timo to 
tako a lively interest in them and in 
their proceedings. In America tho peoplo 
soon get to regard Municipal Councils, lurge 
and small, with indifference. No matter 
how incapable thoy become, or to what ex- 
tent they abuse their authority, tho men 
whoso affairs they mismanage become apathet- 
ic, and seem to think thatthey are evils which 
must bo endured with what patience thoy 
can command. To reform them or to ro- 
organizo them, is thought to be labor in 
vain. Aa a matter of theory thoy know 
that the electors havo power to put now 
men in tho places of thoso who havo proved 
themselves to bo either corrupt or incapable, 
and now and then they do rouso thomsolvcB 
to tako the action required. Put tho spasm 
of public spirit Boon passos away and tho 
ratepayers relapse into a stato of lethargy 
which appears in municipal affairs to havo 
bocomo chronic. Tho almost univorsal 
vordict in America is that municipal govern- 
ment is a failure. 

It may be, howovor, that tho English 
Parish Councils may becomo bo many infant 
schools in which tho rural and villago popu- 
lation of Great Britain will learn tho 

i first principles of self-government and 
acquiro tho habit of aoting with a view 
to tho public good, but thoro appoars to bo 
an equal chance that thoy will becomo in 
timo little nests of corruption, and 80 many 
rat-pita, in which tho Ismail-minded and ill- 
conditioned men of thelittle communitieswill 
do thoir feoblo utmost to tear oach other to 
pieces. The pariah politicians, instead of 



being the large-minded and intelligent men 
of tho municipality, will be among the most 
wrong-headed, self-opinionated and ignorant 
that can be found within its bounds. And 
the influence of tho Council will be rather to 
drag the good men down than to raise tho 
stupid and tho corrupt to u higher intel- 
lectual and moral level. Tho timo may come 
in Great Britain, aa it has already como in 
many parts of America, that the best ser- 
vice tho Government can do the nation 
would bo to swoop them out of existence. 



STRONG OBJECTIONS. 

Tho London Times Btrougly favors an 
amendment to the Employers Liability Bill, 
which will permit contracting outside the 
Act. It contends that it ia posaiblo for em- 
ployers and workmen to do moro by volun- 
tary arrangement in the way of giving com- 
pensation for injuries than can bo dono by 
the presont bill, or any other bill that can 
bo carried through Parliament, It too pro- 
tests against enacting a law that will put un 
end to boneficelit urrangementa that havo 
worked well iu tho past and which will pro- 
vent suoharrangements being made in tho fu- 
ture. It censures tho Governmentlor treating 
workingmon as if they wore children and 
did not know what was good for them. It 
says : 

They (the omployes) aro not pormitted to 
retain advantages far suporior to thoso 
offered by the Government. On tho con- 
trary, it is held intolerable that they should 
promime to socuro theso advantages by 
methods which promote confidence and 
good feeling between thorn and their em- 
ployers. Thoy aro required by theBO 
paternal legislators to abandon amicable 
agreements by which they greatly benefit, 
and to accept instead a sohemo under which 
every shilling of compensation thoy may 
obtain must ho won by litigation. . . . 
There aro moro than seventy thousand 
workmen massed in largo societies, besides 
great numbers in private employ iu all parts 
of tho country, whoso provision for com 
pensation in case of injury ia much 
better than anything tho bill enn 
over securo for them. There are 
over fifty thousand, for example, in tho 
employ of tho Loudon and North- Western 
Railwuy. The insurance fund against ac- 
cident costs tbttt company twenty thousand 
(pounds) a year, and every man injured is 
entitled to compensation without question 
as to the responsibility of tho company. On 
the Midland Railway, employing about two 
thirds that number ot men, the annua! 
expenditure for compensation on a legal 
basis is about £1,.'!00 a year. Making allow- 
ance for difference in numbers, voluntary 
insurance yields to the' men just ten times 
as much compensation as legal protection 
secures for them on the Midland. If tho bill 
passes in its present form, tho North- 
Western Railway will, of course, withdraw 
its subscription to the insurance fund, 
because it will need tho money to 
fight claims which the men aro not 
permitted to forego. Nino out of ten aro 
anxious to remain as they are, but their 
wishes count for nothing with the Gov- 
ernment, because a much smaller body of 
trade unionists wish to destroy tho cordial 
relations between tho North- Western and 
its men which tho insurance scheme tends 
to foster. 

It is, no doubt, facts such as thoso stated 
above that induce tho Conservatives to 
contend that employers should havo the 
privilego of being allowed to contract out- 
side the Act where the circumstances aro 
favorablo to them and their workpeople 
establishing an insurance scheme from which 
greater benefits are to bo derived than 
from the law. It does seem hard that tho 
fifty thousand railway employes on the 
North-Westorn must be forced to give up 
an arrangement which has worked bo well 
for a law of whose operation they can know 
nothing. 

A FANCY FRANCHISE. 

There is to bo a general election in Prince 
Edward Island in tho early part of next 
month. Thia election will be, in one sense, 
an experiment. The franohiBe is a composito 
one, and it is to be put in operation at thia 
election for the first timo. 

The Island has hitherto been blessed with 
an Upper Chamber consisting of thirteen 
members, elected by holders of property. 
By progressive islanders this body came to 
he considered old-fashioned, cumbersome 
and expensive, and efforts were mado to 
have it abolished. The progreBsives were 
for a long timo unsuccessful. At last they 
succeeded in making with tho upholders 
of the Legislative Council a kind 
of compromiao. The Council was to 
be abolished but tho mumbors of tho 
new Legislative Assembly* were to be di- 
vided into two elaaae8, ono to bo called 
Assemblymen and tho other Councillors. 
The Assemblymen will he clouted by man- 
hood suffrage, but tho electors qualified to 
vote for Councillors must possess a property 
qualification to the extent of $325. The 
Island has been divided into fifteen elec- 
toral districts, each district returning two 
members, an Assemblyman and a Councillor. 
Tho elector qualified to vote tor a Counoillor 
can vote for both candidates, but the man- 
hood suffnigo elector can vote for the 
Assemblyman only. As if this Btato of 
things wus not elaborato enough tho 
Island legislators have mado it still 
more complicated by ordaining that 
the elector for Councillor can vote 
in as many districts as ho can 
qualify in. He has two votes in his 
own district, and he can havo fourteen moro 
votes if ho holds property in each of tho 
other fourteon districts of tho value of 
61525. Theso in tho old timo usod to ho 
ailed " special votes," and they could bo 
all polled in tho district in which the 
elector resided. 

It may bo conoluded from thia that it is a 
good thing, politically, in Princo Edward 
Island to possess property. The proporty 
owner has twice tho weight in his own dis- 
trict of tho elector who has no property, 
and ho can vote for a Councillor in an in- 
definite number of districts basides. Tho 
party that enacted this very poculiar elec- 
tion law calls itaolf Liberal. While 
tho Liborala in all othor countries are 
agitating for tho one man ono vote 
system, tho Liberals of Princo Edward 



Island have given tho owner of property 
electoral priviligea which are denied to 
the unpropertied elector. Besides this, ill- 
natured Island Tories assert that the Liber- 
als have gerrymandered the constituencies 
of the Province in such a way as to make 
their return at tho coming election at any 
rate, with a considerable majority, a cer- 
tainty. Wo do not, however, vouch for the 
truth of thia. It will bo interesting to ob- 
serve how tho complex electoral system of 
Prince Edward Island will work, of what 
materials tho new Assembly elected under it 
will bo composed, and how a Legislative 
body eleoted by two classes of electors will 
perform its duties. Wo havo a very strong 
suspicion that it will prove that tho com- 
plexity of tho olectoral machinory will bo 
found to bo needless, and that the now 
Assembly will not be in any respect moro 
efficient than if it had been oloctod under a 
uniform franchise.

THE MERCHANTS' EXCHANGE. 

Original Subscribers Must Not Delay Too 
Long— The Objects and 
Intentions. 

The general committee of tho Merchants' 
Exchange club will meet thia afternoon to 
receive the report of tho sub-committee on 
supply. Tho supply committee have been 
very busy during the past few days in as- 
certaining the furnituro required by the 
club and gotting prices on the samo ; if the 
general committee adopt tho report which 
the supply committee will make, tho club 
will probably be opened next week. 

Funds in excess of the amount tho gen- 
eral committee were instructed to have iu 
hand before furnishing was commenced have 
been collected, and it is now certain that 
many subscribers to the original list will 
have to pay tho $10 entrance fee, aB the 
now members added to the original list have 
increased tho number on the roll to con- 
siderably over two hundred. Six namea 
were added yesterday, and, payment being 
prompt, just so many of tho first sub- 
scribers who havo not sent in their en- 
trance feo will have to pay $5 extra. 

The neglect to pay promptly, as requested 
by circular, in many cases haa resulted from 
a wrong impression which posaibly tho 
word " club " added to tho Merchants' Ex- 
change is accountable for. Ic may therefore 
bo well to stato that tho architects in their 
competitive plans for a Board of Trado 
building were asked to provido for a Mer- 
chants' Exchange on tho ground floor. Tho 
Merchants' Exchange club has boon organ- 
ized to carry out thia part of tho original 
intention, to havo a bureau of information 
in tho Board of Trade building that shall be 
so valuahlo to business men that fow will be 
able to do without it. 

In considering thia matter tho directors 
of tho building thought it might bo well to 
offer tho basement of tho Board of Trade 
building with tho Exchange. Tho offbr 
was favorably rocoived, and it was at once 
dotcrminod that a lirst-olass grill room 
should be opened to members of tho Mer- 
chants' Exchange. The grill room will be 
conducted on the best linea found in tho 
Eastern cities, but is nevertheless intended 
to bo Becond in importance to the Mer- 
chants' Exchango on the ground floor. 

Many of tho principal business mon are 
now of tho opinion that auch an institution 
is just what is wanted horo, and havo joined 
tho club not only for their poraonal advan- 
tage, but because it will bo a convenient and 
Huitablo placo to take customers and visitors 
from other cities. Aa thoso intentions aro 
now better known, entranco fees from first 
subscribers aro coming in moro freely, and, 
as already atated, six new names wero yes- 
terday added to tho membership roll.

VICTORIA WEST ELECTORS 



Discuss Municipal Matters and Select 
a Candidate for Alder- 
man. 



Mr. George Ledinsrliam the Choice— 
A Series of Resolutions 
[Adopted. 



A well otttndod mooting of tho rate- 
payers of Victoria West was held in the 
Victoria West hall last evening, for tho pur- 
poso of nominating a resident of that dis- 
trict for aldorman at tho coming municipal 
election. Shortly after 8 o'clock, Mr. Caleb 
Bishop wus voted to tho chair, and tho fol- 
lowing rough report of plutform waa sub- 
mitted to the meeting for its consideration : 

" A number of electors who havo formed 
thoniBolvea into a committee to aecuro the 
best available man to represent this soction 
of the North Ward in tho Municipal Coun- 
cil, are decidedly of tho opinion that it ia 
against the best interoat of tho community 
to allow anyone to seek to obtain for him- 
eclt a position us councillor, seeing that the 
position belonga solely to whomsoever the 
peoplo chooao to place theroin. 

" We would therefore beg to have the 
following reaolutiou submitted to thia moot- 
ing for its approval ; 

" 1. That nominations bo received at thia 
meeting for tho purposo of aelecting one 
man to represent Victoria West at tho 
coming election. 

" 2 That the centro and eastern divisions 
of tho ward bo requested to call representa- 
tive moetings for tho purpose of selecting 
candidates to represent their different sec- 
tions, aud that they bo asked to co-operato 
in assisting each part of the ward to elect 
its desired representative, and savo them 
tho humiliating noceasity of personally ask- 
ing support and the useless oxpenso of con- 
ducting a canvass. 

'. ' .'i. That tho electors present bo asked to 
support, in aa much as they consistently 
can, the one nominee selected by tho major- 
ity to represent this section, as well aa tho 
candidates who may bo selected in the 
Centre and Spring Ridge sections. 

"4. That a copy of theso resolutions, to- 
gether with a minute of this meeting's pro- 
ceedings, bo placed in the hands of tho 
chairmen of the first meetings held in the 
other parts of the ward for their considera- 
tion." 

After tho abovo had been read, Mr. 
Georgo Ledingham wus almost unanimously 
nominated aa the Victoria West candidate. 

Tho candidate then mado a Bhort ad- 
dress, saying that ho waB not sure that ho 
would be elected, and as his time was al- 
most entirely occupied by business duties, 
ho did not see how ho could well afford to 
neglect them in uny event. Ho would not 
express his views or niako any promises aa 
to what ho would do if olectod, as such 
declarations had heretofore apparently beeD, 
as far aa tho North ward was concerned, 
mero pretonsoa, There waa a time when 
the position of alderman was an honor, but 
that time he thought had ceased. Tho speaker 
referred to the noed of electric lights, sewers 
and other improvements in Victoria West, 
and concluded by thanking the audience for 
his nomination, but stating that anyone 
who might bo chosen at a subsequent meet- 
ing in his placo would receive his support. 
After considerable discussion aa to tho man- 
ner in which tho other divisions of tho ward 
should bo notified of tho proceedings of the 
meeting, the resolution published above was 
adopted, and a committeo composed of 
Messrs. Geo, J. Cook, H. Callow and A. 
Oldorshaw was appointod to do tho work. ■ 

Several of the audience wero then called 
upon to apeak, but nearly all declined. 

Tho Chairman then cautioned thoso 
present against raising any prejudices in 
other parta of tho ward, and advised all 
divisions to co-operato in tho matter aa 
much aa possible. Ho Bpoko of numerous 
roada in outlying parta of tho city badly 
needing attention, and said that what ho 
wanted of tho ward's next rcpreBontative in 
the Council was good general work, not for 
Victoria West alono, but for all tho North 
Ward. Ho also thought, aa Mr. Leding- 
ham had suggested, that the attention of 
residents of the ward, who aro not already 
on tho voter's list, bo directed to the tact 
that they have only a fow moro days in 
which to qualify and register. 

Btfore ihe meeting closed, Mr. Bishop 
ugain addressed tho meeting, ahking tho 
support of those present at the next elec- 
tion for tho School Board, of which he ia 
now a member. 



SINGLE TAX CLUB. 

Organization for the Year-Preparinc for the 
Municipal Campaign. 

Tho Victoria Single Tax club hold the 
first of their series of meetings for tho seaBon 
last evening, in the Pioneer hall. Thero 
waa a fair attendance of members and 
others, including threo public men, Mayor 
Beaven, Aid. Bragg and Dr. Milne, M.P.P. 
Tho first business waa tho election of offi- 
cers, which resulted iu the choice of Thoa. 
Howell for president, Win, Berridge for 
vice-president, and Mr. Kipling for secre- 
tary. Several resolutions expressive of tho 
general principles of the club wore intro- 
duced, discussed and agreed to.

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THE KILLING OF WEE DON. 



A Visit to the Mill By Judfife and 
Jury, After Hearing: Many 
"Witnesses. 



The Prisoner to Tell His Story To- 
Day — Self-Defence is 
His Plea. 

The Sayward mill fatality occupied the 
attention of the Assises all yostorday, and 
tho Court room was throDged with specta- 
tors from Btart to finish. Tho Chinese, of 
course, were very numerously represented, 
for they havo been greatly interested in the 
case ; and Bevcral of tho Salvation Army 
friends of the prisoner woro presont in uni- 
form to show their sympathy for him. The 
prisoner, Cnrrulhers, appeared to feel his 
position very keenly. Ho was represented 
by W. J. Taylor and H. G. Hall, and en- 
tered tho plea of not guilty. For tho prose- 
cution there appeared Hon. Theodoro Davie, 
Q.C., tho Attorney General ; and P. AZ 
Irving, representing the friends of the de- 
ceased, Weo Don. VVhon tho Court rose 
all tho evidenco was in except that of tho 
prisoner, who will bo put in the box the 
first thing this morning. Tho jury empan- 
elled, who spout last night in the Bherili'a 
custody, but in comfortublo quarters, is as 
follows : 

Geo. Lyall (foreman), H. 15. Rondall, Henry 
Hart, John G. Aden, John Weir, A. S. 
Felton, Chas. W. Rogers, Win. Shaw, Wm. 
Gold, Graham Campbell, Walter C. Nathan 
and P. J. Hall. 

Mr. Irving addressed the jury, recounting 
tho circumstances of tho latal afternoon, 
that of tho Gth November. Tho prisoner, 
Arthur Carruthurs, and the deco&sed, Wee 
Don, were, ho Baid, working at the Say- 
ward mill, near tho entrance, the deceased 
carrying out slabs and tho prisoner piling 
them on carts to bo taken away. What oc- 
curred was witnessed by only two persons, 
besides the two directly concerned. These 
persons were two Chinamen working in the 
mill not twenty feet away. They stated 
that they Baw tho prisoner strike Weo Don 
on tho head as the deceased waB stooping 
•down to pick up a slab— tho prisoner struck 
him with a slab which ho hold in both 
hands. Tho blow was struck oc tho left 
side, but tho effect was most visible on the 
■other, where there was a large clot 'of 
blood, and tho base of the skull was frac- 
tured from one Bide to the other. Wee Don 
diod within 18 houra. 

Dr. E. B. C. Hanington, examined by 
Mr. Davie, testified to hawing been called 
on the 6th of November to attend Weo Don 
at 54 Fisgard street. He found tho deoeased 
perfectly unconscious, and on examination 
saw a punoturo on the leftside of tho head, 
and an elevation, such as would he caused 
by a clot of blood, on the right. He consid- 
ered that there was a fracture of tho skull, 
and that the case was perfectly hopeless. 
Ho attended at the post mortem made by 
Dr. Jones, from which it appeared that tho 
cause of death was the preoburo of a dot of 
blood on the brain, due to a rupture of 
the artery which followed the fracture of 
the skull, or from a transmitted blow. The 
skull was fractured through from ear to ear, 
The injury inflicted was fluch as would have 
been caused by a blow from a bluat instru 
ment. 

Counsel having asked witness whether the 
injury might have been caused by a blow 
from a slab such as lay on the floor near 
him, and which counsel was about to ex- 
hibit, Mr. Taylor objected that tho depo- 
sitions already in showed that tho slab with 
which the blow was struck had been placed 
on the oart and taken away. In conge 
(juence of this objection the slabs in court 
were not then exhibited. 

The Chinese witnesses to bo called not 
understanding English, Ah Wing was 
called by tho Crown us interpreter. Mr. 
Taylor thereupon asked to havu Rev. J. E. 
Gardner also sworn as interpreter, Btatiog 
that ho objected to Ah Wing on the ground 
that he had a leaning towards tho prosecu 
tion and against the prisoner. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said he folt perfectly sure 
that Ah Wing was a fair interpreter, other- 
wise ho would not have been called. 

His LordBhip declined to havo Rev. Mr, 
Gardner Bworn, stating that ho could not 
interfere one way or the other. 

Kov. Mr. Gardner, without being sworn, 
then took a seat beside the counsel for the 
prisoner, nnd occasionally translated to 
them the replies of tho witness. 

Sing Weo was called and sworn in the 
Chinese fashion, writing his name on a 
piece of bluo paper, w hich was then burned 
in his hand. 

Mr. Taylor objected to this form of oath 
on tho ground that it iB not binding in 
China, the witness admitting that the forniH 
used there were beheading a chicken in 
court, or else writing tho namo of the wit 
nesa on a pieco of paper and burning it in 
the open air. 

His Lordship asked tho witness if the 
oath just taken was binding on his con- 
science, and what would happen if after 
taking it he did not tell tho truth. 

WitneBS replied that the oath would com- 
pel him to tell the truth or elao that Borne 
idol would punish him. 

His Lordship said this was quite euffi 
cient to make tho evidence admissible. 

Sing Weo testified that he worked at 
" the big sawmill on tho way to Eequi 
malt." At tho aame place Wee Don was 
working, Bending out slabs, which came 
from upstairs, to the priaoner, who would 
put the slabH on the wagons. Ho saw Wee 
Don near tho prisoner, stooping down to 
pick up the alaba, and ho aaw the white 
boy (the prisoner) 8trike Weo Don, who 
wus stooping down, with a slab. Tho boy 
held the slab in both hands when be 
struck, with his left hand in front. The 
slab waB about four feot long, aB 
wide as the hand of the witness, and 
about half as thick. Ono of tho sticks in 
court being produced, witness said tho ono 
with which the blow waa struck was like it, 
The stick was then puased to the jury for 
their inspection. When Weo Don was 
struck befell down on his face. Witness 
went up to him and said, " Did tho boy 
striko you '! " but there waa no answer, and 
so ho callod Weo Don's cousin, Ah Lay. 
Witness was working ten or twelve feot 
nwuy, shovelling sawdust, and waa facing 
Wee Don. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Taylor, witness 
said ho had not told his bosa. Mr. Mollor, 
• after tho affair, that tho two men had been 
fighting. 

Ah Sang was called and sworn in tho 
sumo wuy as the former witnefis. His com- 
petency to give evidenco undor oath was 
also objected to by Mr. Taylor, and consid- 
erable difficulty was experienced in making 
him state whether or not an oath was bind- 
ing upon him. To Mr. Taylor ho answered 
that ho did not know what an oath waa, but 
His Lordship then put a aerieB of ques- 
tions, in answer to which lie said ho under- 
stood that if ho told lies ho would bo pun- 
ished horoaftor. 

Mr. Taylor objected to tho way in which 
the interpreter had put tho questions aa ho 
said ho was informed by Mr. Gardner thut 
tho interprotor had said to tho witness : 



" Do you believe that you will go to hell if 
you tell a lie!" The interpreter denied 
this : " We have no word for that," he 
Baid, " our people not know whore the hell 
is or where the heaven is, so of courBO 1 
don't say that." His Lordship Baid Ah 
Sang appeared to bo a competent witness, 
and hia examination waa then proceeded 
with by Mr. Irving. 

Witness said ho worked at tho same mill a8 
Sing Weo, tho prisoner and tho deud man. 
On tho G .h of November he saw tho prisoner 
striko Weo Don with a Btiok something like 
tho ono produced in court ; be Baw him 
Btriko only oueu ; tho priaoner walked 
around a low pilo of alaba and struok Wee 
Don, who was stooping down on tho other 
sido ; Weo Don fell on his face and Sing 
Weo wont up to him. 

Cross examined by Mr. Taylor, witness 
said he did not -see Weo Don strike the 
prisoner on tho leg, or hear any words be- 
tween them. There was great noise ia tho 
mill, so ho could not have heard much. He 
wont on with his work and did not know 
whother or not Mr. Moller, his boSB, came 
to look at Wee Don. Tho cross examination 
waa in progrets when at one o'clock the 
court adjourned for ono hour. Upon re- 
assembling of court, tho witness said ho did 
not seo Wee Don with an edging in hiB hand 
try to Btrike the priaoner. 

Dr. O. M. Jones, aurgeon, teatified that 
he had made the poat mortem examin- 
ation of the body of tho deceuBed. He 
stated that pressure of a clot of blood on the 
brain waa tho dirnct cause of death. The 
Bkull waB fractured clear across tho base. 
■Such an injury might bo caused by a blow 
from any blunt instrument. Tho body was 
well nourished, and all the other organs 
woro perfectly hoalthy, without signs of 
violence. 

Ah Lay waa callod and examined by Mr. 
Davie, after Mr. Taylor had repeatod his 
objection to tho validity of tho oath ad- 
ministered. Witness said ho worked at 
the sawmill carrying lumber. On the after- 
noon of tho Gth Novembor, Sing Woo called 
him and he went and aaw Weo Don lying 
on tho ground with his faco down. Ho aaw 
tho prisoner putting alaba on the wugou. 
WitneaB picked up Woo Don, put him 
alongside ul tho house, put his hat on and 
went for tho foreman, who followed him to 
the place. Tho prisoner waa thoro. The 
foreman looked at him and said, " It ia 
only a little on the skin, nothing much." 
WitneaB then went to hie work. In half an 
hour ho came back to Woo Don and took 
him up to the offioo and aaked for tho time 
check. Wee' Don walked a few steps and 
then said he could uot walk any farther, so 
witness " packed " him home, and some 
timo later went for Dr. Harrington. 

In croBB-oxamination by Mr. Taylor, 
witnesa Baid when he went to tho foreman 
ho did not say that Weo Don waB hurt 
fighting, but he said that tho boy had 
struck him. 

At three o'clock the court adjourned for 
tho purpose of visiting Sayward'a mill, so 
that tho jury and all coucernod might 
inspect the scene of tho tragedy. 

Weo Gong was put into the box, but as it 
could not be made plain without a lengthy 
process that he understood the naturo of an 
oath, Hon. Mr. Davio said he would not 
trouble with hia examination. 

Chief Henry W. Shcppard, of tho city 
polico, gave the particulars of tho arrest of 
the priaoner, which ho made at the Salva- 
tion Army hall on the evening of the Gth. 
Whou he arrested Carruthers, they were by 
themselvea in the hallway outside the 
meeting room. Ho stated tho charge, 
which then was that of Btriking wiih intent 
to do grievous bodily harm, and Carruthers 
said : "I struck him on tho hoad; he struck 
rno Brae. " Witness then cautioned prisoner, 
telling him that the doctor said tho China- 
man would die. On the way to the 
lock up, after this, the accused aaid : 
tho Chinaman threw a slab and struck him 
on the leg ; he threw another and struck 
the Chinaman on the log ; then tho China- 
man made towards him with a slab and to 
defend himaelf ho atruck the Chinaman. 
He aaid he had not thought that tho hurt 
was so bad that tho Chinaman would die. 
When the man died, at noon the next day, 
witneaa told the priaoner, who aeemed very 
much " cut up," but said nothing. Witness 
then formally charged him with murder. 

This closed the case for the Crown. 

Mr. Taylor then opened the case for the 
defence by an address to the jury, in which 
he Baid ho would introduco evidence to 
show the good character of tho accused, and 
his peaceable disposition. He proposed to 
put tho accused upon the stand to givo his 
own version. This would show, ho thought, 
that the deceased Chinaman had been rather 
careloss in hiB work, and it aeemed often 
thrown the alaba ao that they atruck the 
prisoner on the leg or on the hand. On this 
day it seema that ho had been ao atruck and 
losing hia temper had thrown a slab back 
The deceased had then picked up u 
stick and advanced- towards the prisoner, 
who, having iu his hand a slab which he had 
intended to put on the cart, stood with it 
raised up reudy to defend himaelf. When 
Che Chinaman continued to come towards 
him ho was forced to strike to defend him- 
self, and in striking he had no other inten- 
tion. The result was most unfortunate and 
altogether unlooked for. He hold that tho 
testimony of the Chinese witnesses waa 
utterly untrustworthy, and that the doc- 
tor's evidence showed that tho deceased 
could not have been struck when stooping 
down aa described. Ho exhibited a photo- 
graph of the mill premises to show that the 
Chinaman who aaid ho saw the blow atruck 
was in Buch a position that he could not poa- 
aihly see. It seemed reasonable that when 
the Chinaman was struck on tho head ho 
had fallen, and had then experienced tho 
shock which fractured tho skull. 

John Henry Nolan, tho foreman and 
tally-man at the Sayward mill, was exam- 
ined by Mr. Taylor. He said that on tho 
6th the previous witness, Ah Lay, oallod 
him, paying that Wee Don had been hurt 
Weo Don pointed to the priaoner us the man 
who had hurt him, He and Ah Lay 
moved tho injured man a few feet, to tho 
light, and examined his head. Priaoner 
had in tho meantime driven off on tho 
cart. Ho had firat said that the Chinaman 
threw a stick at him and ho had to do 
fend himself. Witness did not think the 
wound waa anything serious, as there was 
no mark but only a faint color of blond 
under tho queue. Wee Don afterwords 
walked up to tho odieo supported by Ah 
Lay. Tho priaoner was of a quiet disposi 
tion. Ah Lay had been with the mill quite 
a number of years, and understood English 
protty well. Witness told Ah Lay that 
tho wound waa not much, and ho under- 
stood hirn. 

H. E. Moller, dealer in slab wood, was 
oxamincd by Mr. Taylor. Ho said tho 
prisoner Carruthers had boen working for 
him since June, and was of a quiet, in- 
offoiiBivo disposition. When ho arrived at 
tho mill, about 6:30 p m. on the Gth, ho 
hoard there had been a fight, and examined 
Wen Don, who was not able to get up. 

William Dawson, who worka for Mr. 
Moller, said ho hud Always found Carru- 
tlicra a quiot, inoffensive person. Tho 
deceased, Weo Don, was very careless in 
throwing tho slabs ao that thoy would hit 
on tho legs anyone loading the carta. He 
hud himaelf often boon 80 hit by tho same 
Chinaman.

TO STAND PROPERLY. 



Physical Culture Tor Women at Home. 
Tho YTlioIo Secret of Position— Simple 
Rules That All Should Follow- Intelli- 
gent and Kosy Kxorciso.

Tho first filing to do is to stand prop- 
erly. Get before tho mirror, dear read- 
er, and seo tho way you stand natural- 
ly. It is the universal stand. Nino 
women out of ton stand just so. Nino 
girls out of ten in tho public school room 
stand so, shopgirls all do, and tho parlor 
bello stands so talking to her best young 
man. 

Hero it is: Shoulders sagged down 
and forward, a hollow at tho pit of tho 
stomach, abdomen thrust out, small of 
tho back shrunk in, and tho feet, though 
not exactly "'toed in," certainly too 
straight for correct carriage. 

No, it does no good to braco back 
your shouldors — you simply push out 
tho shoulder blades and make matters 
more hopeless looking than over. 

Draw tho abdomen back and raiso 
tho chest ! There is tho wholo secret of 
"position." This simple action throws 
all tho other features into place. Un- 
consciously tho head throws itself back 
and up, to be in keeping. Tho shoulders 
aro oven and straight without strain, 
tho lino of tho back is straight and 
firm, ending in quito a pretty and be- 
coming natural bustle, the hips hang at 
an, entirely now auglo and it is impos- 
sible now to "toe-in." Tho arms havo 
gained a lifelike expression, in plaeo 
of tho "hung on wire" look, and even 
tho fingers curvo in a more dainty fash- 
ion. 

Chief of all, you breathe full, easy and 
free. Really, before it was too much 
trouble to drug tho breath up through 
thu winding, curving, doubled up pas-

sages. Now it streams naturally through 
straight tubes and pipes. Here is tho 
healthful side of a correct standing po- 
sition, aside from all considerations of 
beauty. 

No matter how rotund or slender, 
tall or short, you may bo, just try it 
and see — abdomen back, chest up, toes 
out — what a difference 1 

Now to limber up. Stand correctly, 
hands on hips, turn tho head round as 
far as possible either way, then forward 
and back, keeping tho body perfectly 
still, so that tho muscles aro slightly 
stretched each timo. Study tho poso at 
which the chin should bo raised or low 
ered to givo most prettiness and charm 
to you. Somo women look best with 
tho head tipped back a little, some when 
it is dropped slightly ; with somo a slight 
tilt of tho chin to tho right or left, 
somo certain placing of it in relation to 
tho shoulder, makes all the difference 
in the world — may transform an unin- 
teresting woman into an attractive one. 
No, it does not make you conscious and 
unnatural; it becomes unconscious as 
breathing and then you havo it. What 
a sum you would be willing to pay for 
that much added charm, could you seo 
it given to you artificially — as a false 
bang is. It brings out instead of hiding 
your best points. Why, you do this 
with your dressmaker; why not with 
your persons, which aro ever so much 
moro impressive? 

Next, stretch out tho arms. Twist 
and shako looso tho wrists, swing tho 
arms straight, slanting up and out, 
loosening thu sockets, and strengthen- 
ing tho muscles under thoso hollow col- 
larbones. Hands on hips twist tho body 
as you did tho neck, going as far as 
possible each way — everything slow 
and swinging, not short and jerky. 

A good test of lengthwise suppleness 
is this : Bend tho body over without 
bending the knees and seo how near you 
come to touching tho floor with your 
fingers. You come within a foot of it 
perhaps at first, tho distance growing 
gradually less and less with practice. 
Somo who could not at first touch tho 
floor by several inches como to lay tho 
hands flat upon it after a time. Think 
of the increased laxity of muscle in tho 
calves of tho legs evidenced by this. 
Of course ono does not want to break 
tho back or strain tho muscles by try- 
ing to do this tho first timo — very few 
can. Go very gradually or you will 
certainly hurt yourself. To prepare 
for it, draw tho arms back and over 
tho head as if for diving. Tho muscles 
aro then gradually stretched without 
straining. It ia liko tuning a piano or 
guitar — so far and no farther. 

An exercise which combines all tho 
upper half motions is this : Turn tho 
body from the waist up round to tho 
left as far as ever you can, then down 
— way down — sweeping tho floor with 
tho hair as it were, across and up at 
tho right side, keeping tho feet faced 
front and the front faced sidowiso; then 
down to tho right, across and up at tho 
loft, then down at tho loft, across and 
up at tho right and so on, keeping tho 
front faced sidowiso as. much as possi- 
ble, and not allowing tho feet to turn. 

Raising tho arms above tho head, let 
"thorn swing with tho directions of tho 
body, tho head also moving on the 
neck to correspond. This really makes 
■a pivot of tho waist lino and swings tho 



npper lx>dy free from it, combining all 
tho previous exercises of neck, shoulder, 
wrist and waist, and making unison of 
motion — which is grace. 

Tho trouble with feet is that they aro 
too dependent ono upon the other. Try 
to draw on your stocking while stand- 
ing and seo how you wrigglo and joggle. 
Ono should bo nolo to support tho weight 
of tho body on one foot without effort. A 
"graceful" woman never flounders, 
blunders, falls or trips when met by 
sudden surprise or obstacle in a crowded 
place. There is no collision or "bump- 
ing" if ono sti-^s on tho tram of her 
dress, meets her in a narrow doorway, 
or turns over tho table by her side. 
Sho is poised, balanced, prepared — this 
is tho sweet dignity that marks tho 
boundary between grace and awkward- 
ness. 

Placing tho hands on tho hips, de- 
scribo a circle around ono foot with tho 
too of the other. Then too toward north, 
south, east, west and half way between 
each. Then tho other foot. Stop for- 
ward and back with kneo bout as sol- 
diers in charging. Sway tho body toward 
tho points of tho circle, resting on tho 
ball of tho foot. This is splendid ex- 
ercise. A very pretty and graceful ono 
is : Point tho fingers above tho head, 
stop forward as far as possibloupon tho 
hall of one foot, leaning tho body grace- 
fully, then step back as far as possible 
with tho Biimo foot — behind thu resting 
foot — bending tho body back as far as 
possible, tho hands remaining finger 
tipped above tho head. 

It is well to establish a system of 
counting with every exorcise. It gives 
a vigor and intensity to tho Work that 
nothing else will. 

Fencing is a unique and popular 
form of muscle stretching. The art of 
"posing," though attractive enough, is 
a trifle superficial and finishing for tho 
vigorous Miss Columbia who, with her 
natural good souse, sees that there is 
much to bo done in the building up of 
tho body before tho pedestal period. Les- 
sons in riding, walking and swimming 
havo bad their effect, and tho wholo 
works on to tho haven of development's 

Tho merging of the three distinct de- 
partments of athletics, Delsarto and 
dress is indeed ono of tho curious feat- 
ures of tho time, and worthy the atten- 
tion of people who imagine that waves 
of advancement come "by chancor" 

Attention which heretofore has been 
centered upon buttons, whalebones and 
"wiggings, " has como to perceive tho 
lines of shoulderblade, thigh and arm. 
Scales havo fallen from calico laden 
eyes, and the awkward squad havo scur- 
ried olf to gymnasium and saddle and 
have taken to supplementing nature 
and correcting habit. Tho favored few 
find training superfluous and fall di- 
rectly into Greek gowns, posing and 
fame. Women grumble about being 
too tall, too short, too fat, too lean, 
and there is moro feminine deformity 
about round shoulders than from any 
born causo. The worst cases can bo 
cured by persistent limbering exercises, 
holding a cane or broomhandlo back 
of the shoulders, lying on tho floor, or 
standing against tho wall, tho shoulder- 
blades touching. So many women lack 
tho character to become beautiful. In- 
telligent, well ordered exercise does not 
produce cords and bunches of musclo 
as many women fear. By it a general 
plumpness of rounded muscle — not flesh 
—is produced. 

No ono that has not experimented 
with it knows the change that may bo 
wrought in tho complexion by regular 
physical exercise of somo sort, it scarce- 
ly matters what, if done at tho same 
timo and for the same length of time 
each day. The gymnasium, when one 
can afford it, is tho thing, but this is 
not necessary to remarkable results.

A I'lcu For Thoso Who Find It Hard to 
Spunk For Themselves. 
"What a sweet littlo darling! I 
could almost eat it up!" cooes tho en- 
thusiastic young woman, as sho smoth- 
ers the baby's countenance with kisses, 
breathes in its face and squeezes its 
tender littlo body in an impetuous em- 
brace, expending a degree of muscular 
force in her endearments that sho would 
not think of wreaking on a person of 
her own size. If tho infant is of an in- 
dependent character, it very properly 
yells lustily, but more often it is mild 
mannered and bears the familiarities 
patiently as ono of tho conditions of tho 
mysterious and painful existence on 
which it has so recently entered. 

"Ho would not kiss tho baby," says 
a fond mother reproachfully of somo 
masculine friend, not realizing that, 
however unconsciously, ho has dono 
her child a favor by refusing. Every- 
body recognizes tho debilitating effect 
upon a kitten of too much handling, 
but tho buby is passed from person to 
porsou without compunction, shaken, 
trotted, tossed, kissed, squeezed, poked, 
tickled,* subjected to a thousand indig- 
nities from which it is helpless to pro- 
tect itself, and if it occasionally musters 
up tho spirit to resent them by shriek- 
ing it is said to be "cross" and is 
squeezed and tossed with renewed en- 
orgy. A person of common sense should 
not need a physician's dictum to under- 
stand that continual kisses and em- 
braces aro injurious to so delicate and 
sensitive a creature as an infant — that 
unnecessary handling makes it fretful 
and languid. For that matter, what 
moral right has tho admiring stranger, 
merely because sho is larger, stronger 
and has tho advantage in every respect, 
to take liberties of which sho would 
not dream of being guilty wero tho 
child 20 years older — to rub its satiny 
skin and bury her face in its soft neck 
without any idea of what its choice is 
in tho matter ?

Reply of llio Government to tho Re- 
solutions of the Recent 
Conference. 



Public Interests Involved Which 
Make It Impossible to Act 
Upou Them. 



The answer of the Government to tho ro 
solutions passed at tho conforenco of labor 
union delegates hold in Victoria on Satur 
day, was presented last evening to Messrs. 
Goo. Gagon, of Vancouver, and Thos, 
Howell, of Victoria, who had been appoint 
ed a sub-committee to roceivo it. These 
two gentlemen and Hon. Thcodoro Davie 
and Hon. Jas. Baker, tho representatives of 
tho Provincial Executive, mot at 7:.'i0 
o'clock at tho ollico of tho Deputy Commis 
sioner of tho Labor Bureau, Mr. A. 1!. Gray 
who also was present. Repreaentativea of 
tho press were in attendance 

Hon. Mr. Divie, boforo proceeding with 
tho special business of tho oveniug, re- 
ferred to a question which had arisen at 
tho meeting of delegates on Saturday even- 
ing, preliminary to any business being pro- 
ceeded with. The question was as to the 
admission of newspaper reporters. Ho had 
himBelf favored their exclusion, but, com- 
plying with tho desire expressed by several 
of the delegates, messengers had been sent 
to summon tho representatives of tho two 
daily papers in tho city, und at tho conclu- 
sion of Col, Baker's opening addresa ho 
(Mr. Davie) had bo informed tho meeting, 
and by this time the Colonist reporter had 
already arrived, but not tho Times re- 
porter. 

An adjournment was then had for an 
hour, during which time tho members of the 
Government withdrew to enable tho dele 
gates to consult, and it Was expected that 
upon re-assembling both reporters would bo 
present, a district telegraph meaauuger 
being dispatched to hunt up tho Times re- 
porter, who, ono of the delegates thought, 
was to bo found at the theatre. 

Upon re-assembling, it wua announced 
that tho messenger was unablo to hud tho 
Times reporter, and the question then arose 
whether tho reporter of tho other paper, 
who was still in attendance, should bo ad- 
mitted in ths absence of tho Times. The 
question was put to tho meeting, and it 
was unanimously decided to havo no re- 
porter, since they could not have both, 
and the delegates then handed in their 
resolutions, and discussion ensued thereon. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, addressing tho dele- 
gates, asked them if the facta were not as 
ho had put them ? 

Messrs. Gagen and Howoll both replied 
in the affirmative. 

Tho Premier then proceeded to road the 
reply of tho Executive, a copy of which was 
presented to each of the delegates. It was 
as followa : 

" The Executive Council has taken into 
consideration the following resolutions 
passed by delegates from tho greater uum 
ber of trades unions in tho Province, who 
assembled at tho Board of Trade rooms, 
Victoria, on Saturday, the 25. h inat., in 
response to an invitation from tho Govern- 
ment, for the purpoao of affording informa- 
tion which might bo useful to the cause of 
labor in carrying out the provisions of 'An 
Act to provide for tho establishment of a 
Bureau of Libor Statistics and also of Coun- 
cils of Conciliation and of Arbitration for 
tho settlement of industrial disputes.' 

" 1. That tho delegates of organized 
labor assembled strongly urgo upon tho 
Government the advisability of working the 
Department of Labor Statistics by servants 
from the ranks of organized labor. 

"2. That organized labor demand of tho 
Government tho privilege of appointing 
officers for tho Buroau of Labor Statistics. 

"3. That organized labor demand of the 
Government the privilege of nominating 
men td fill the offices in the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, and the Government make the 
appointments from among the men so 
nominated. 

"4. That organized labor give no infor- 
mation to tho Department of Labor Statis- 
tics unleBB such organized labor ia fully 
represented in auch department. 

" 5. That this meeting of delegates en- 
dorse the principle of compulsory arbitration 
and that the Government he urged to incor- 
porate said principle in tho Act at tho next 
session of tho Legislature, 

" b*. That the opinion of this meeting is 
that alien IrtW should be prohibited from 
all Government contracts let in tho future. 

7. That we .ask the Government to in- 
sert a clau80 in all contracta let by thorn to 
the effect that all the tradea rules in the 
locality in which contracts are let bo ob- 
served. 

" These resolutions were presented to the 
Government aa an ultimatum on the part ot 
tho Trades Unioua, and the Executive 
Council replies to them as followB : 

" The Act to provide for tho establish- 
ment of a Bureau of Labor Statiatica and 
also of Counoila of Conciliation and of Arbi- 
tration for the settlement of industrial dis- 
putes' was introduced by the Government , 
in eonaequence of the strained relations be- 
tween Capital and Labor and the disastrous 
strikes which too often resulted therefrom, 
and which were productive of tho greatest 
hardships and evils, both to employees, to 
employers and to society at largo. The 
Government waa encouraged to introduce 
auch an Act by tho experience which had 
been obtained from tho working of similar 
Acta which havo been enacted in many 
other countries in tho civilized world and 
which in every case havo been productive of 
moro cordial rotations between employer 
and employed, and which havo met with 
strenuous support both from organized and 
unorganized labor as well aa from all sec- 
tions of society. 

" In order to carry out tho provisions of 
the aforesaid Act to tho best advantage of 
all persona concerned, tho Government de- 
aired to place itself in direct communication 
with organized aB well aa unorganized labor, 
and for that purpoao sent Mr. Gray, tho 
deputy commissioner of labor statistics, to 
the four cities to interview in tho firat in- 
stance tho representatives of various tradea 
unions with a view of obtaining informa- 
tion and of arranging for a representative 
meeting at Victoria of delegates from the 
trades unions in ordor to discuss tho matter 
more in detail. 

" Mr. Gray was met with cordiality in 
every city, and at first a strong disposition 
waa shown by tho representatives of tradcB 
unions to afford every information possible 
and to assist in carrying out tho objects of 
the Act. 

" But for Bomo unexplained rcaaon a sud- 
den change occurred, and tho Labor Council 
of Victoria refused to aaaiat in giving 
statistics of labor unleaa a tradea union man 
was appointed on tho Btaff of tho Bureau. 

"At tho meeting of tho delegates from 
tho tradea unions with tho Executivo Coun- 
cil, on tho 25th ins t., the latter intimated 
to the formor that a position on tho ataffof 
tho Buroau was vacant and that it wua will- 
ing to fill tho vacancy from tho ranks of 
labor, Tho Executivo Council thon retired 



for an hour in order to enable the delegates 
to consult among thomaelvea. On tho re- 
turn of tho Executive Council to tho meet- 
ing tho aforesaid reaolutiona wore presentud 
to it. 

"In reply to tho firat three reaolutiona : 

"1. That the delegates ot organizd lubor 
assembled strongly urgo upon tho Govern- 
ment the advisability of working tho De- 
partment of Labor Statistics by Bervants 
from tho ranks of organized labor. 

"2. That organized labor demand of the 
Government tho privilege of appointing 
officers for tho Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

" .'!. That organized labor demand of tho 
Government tho privilege of nominating 
men to fill tho offices in the Bureau of La- 
bor Statiatica, and tho Government make 
tho appointmonta from among tho men so 
nominated; 

" Tho Government most emphatically de- 
clines to entertain them. It does so bo- 
cauae they are at variunco with tho firat 
principles of justice. There aro in tho caso 
four partiea concerned, organized labor, 
unorganized labor, employera of lubor 
and society at largo, but theao threo resolu- 
tion demand that tho wholo power shall be 
vested in ono out of theao four sections of 
society. They ignore tho rights of all other 
oitizens to an adequate representation of 
their interests, they scout tho privileges of 
that largo and important element in society, 
unorganized labor, and tho demand ia bo 
deapotio in its inception that tho Execu- 
tivo Council could not for a moment enter- 
tain it. 

" The fourth resolution states : 

" 4. That organized labor give no infor- 
mation to tho Department of Labor Statis- 
tics unless such organizud labor is fully 
represented in said department. 

" Tho Executivo Council, Btrongly sym- 
pathising with tho oauso of labor, regrets 
that tho delegates from tho Tradea Unions 
should havo taken up a position so detri- 
mental to tho beat interests of labor gen- 
erally aa tho passing of thu aforo-iiion- 
tioned selfish resolution. 

" Resolution fifth : 

"5. That this meeting of delegates en- 
dorse tho principle of compulsory arbitra- 
tion, and that tho Government hu urged to 
incorporate said principle in tho Act at tho 
next session of tho Legislature. 

" Tho Executivo Council considers that 
there ia much to recommend in Reaolution 
5, and will give it duo consideration. 

" Resolution sixth : 

" (5. That tho opinion of this meeting is 
that alien labor should bo prohibited from 
all Government contracts lot in tho future. 

" This subject had already occupied tho 
serious attention of tho Government und is 
being carefully examined in all its bearings. 

" Resolution seventh ; 

"7. That wo ask tho Government to in- 
sert a elauso in all contracts let by them to 
the effect that all tho trudes rules in the 
locality in which contracts aro lot bo ob- 
served. 

" This resolution has already been 
nogatived by tho Legislature and rightly so, 
bocauBc it would bo unjust that labor should 
be shackled in its freedom for obtaining em- 
ployment. 

" Tho Executivo Council was anxious, 
in the first instance, to meot tho delegates 
from tho tradea unions — as representing an 
important section of tho workingmen — in a 
friendly spirit, and in the hope that thoir 
cordial co-operation in tho interests of 
labor might be obtained, but the Executive 
Council doeply regrets that tho delegates 
should have been so ill-advised as to take up 
such a dictatorial position, and to make 
such despotf'c demands, that it would be im- 
possible for this or any other Government to 
accede to them without striking at tho root 
of that freedom which is, and should he, tho 
prido of all Anglo-Saxon speaking people." 

Mr. Gagen, when tho roply as abovo had 
been read, said he wished to repeat tho ob- 
jection raised on Saturday night, that tho 
resolutions passed by tho delegates should 
not be made public without tho arguments 
advanced in their behalf, nu ho did not 
think that they would Otherwise appear in 
the proper light. 

Hon. Mr. Davie replied that tho resolu- 
tions spoke for themselves. It wua a mere 
accident thot the preas happened not to bo 
present on Saturday, und ho could not 
think that tho publication of tho reaolu- 
tiona now, togothcr with tho reply of tho 
Executive, would in any way put tho mat- 
ter in a faleo light. 

Hon. Col. Baker considered that tho pub- 
lication of what wua said by tho delegates 
at tho timo of handing in tho reaolutions, 
would have put tho resolutions in a worse 
light , if anything. 

Mr. Howell thought that tho motion 
passed on Saturday night against tho pub- 
lication of the resolutions still held good; 
that ho hod then been of those who ad/ocat 
ed the txclusiou of tho press, and that it waa 
hardly fair that tho reaolutions should bo 
made public without tho arguments. 

Tho Ministers having further expressed 
themselves to tho effect that the resolutions 
wero not likely to be misunderstood, tho 
proceedings terminated.

OUR NEIGHBORS' NEWS. 



John Bull ranges at Choapsido, 



Charlottetown (I'.E.I.) Examiner: John 
Muce, a native of Capo Breton, but now a 
resident of tho Magdalene, may be Bifely 
numbered among tho heavy men of the 
times. Ho ia only twenty- two yeura of ag-, 
weighs 348 pouuds, girths fifty-six inches 
around the chest, is tivo feot eight inches in 
hia stocking feet, married, und aa activo ua 
u cat. 

Inland Sentiuol : Chapman Creek hydrau- 
lic, put in by tho C.P.R. near North Bond, 
ia now working full blaat, and about three 
thousand yurda of earth ia being moved 
daily by six men. Tho bank will be washed 
out to alter tho position of the roadway, 
while a return in gold ia expected to bo suf- 
ficient to cover tho coat. The rapidity with 
which tho earth is being moved will go far 
toward reducing tho cost from what it other- 
wise would have been were ordinary means 
employed. 

At Windsor, Ont., the other day, Miss 
O'Connor, teacher of tho fourth ward 
separato school, was taken Bick, and her 
pluco was temporarily filled by Adolphe 
Oerardt of Sandwich. Gerurdt, who is a 
medical student, noticed that two or threo 
children had toothache, and examining 
their mouthB ho claimed to find decayed 
teeth. Ho decided to relieve tho Bcholars 
of their bad teoth and at tho samo time get 
the benefit of the clinical experience. 
About 50 little boys and 24 little girlB 
allowed him to pull any teeth which he 
thought needed pulling. When Gerardt 
dismissed school for the day and went homo 
ho curried 125 teeth rolled up in a news- 
paper and exhibited thoni to his friends. 

Ottawa Citizen : A gentleman in \Yestern 
Ontario wrote Mr. Johnson tho other day 
for information as to tho number of murders 
committed in Canada aud upon other crim- 
inal matters. Tho reply which tho Do- 
minion statistician prepared contuined the 
following interesting facts and deductions : 
"There havo been 308 persons charged with 
murder in Canada during the past twelve 
years; of theBe 114 were convicted; 14 ac- 
quitted on account of insanity, und 180 ac- 
quitted. Tho question arises : How many 
murders wero committed 1 If we tuko it 
that in every oase whoro a murder was 
charged a murder waa actually committed, 
and that though tho persons charged wero 
found not guilty there were guilty onea, 
then there were yOS murders, on account of 
which persons wero churged with the crime. 
If, however, it wua proved thut the persons 
who were said to havo been murdered wero 
not really so, tho suspicious circumstances 
surrounding their deaths having been fully 
explained, then the number of charges did 
not indicato tho number of murders. The 
most thut wo can fairly deduce from the 
statistics is that 128 murders wero com- 
mitted during the twelve years, and that 14 
of tho murderers were adjudged insane." 

Spokano Chroniclo : Tho Slocin dry ore 
belt, just north of Bear lake, promises to bo 
an interesting soctiou next year. Philip 
Brinley, of Kaalo, who has been developing 
the Corhett cluim this season, ia in the city 
for a few days before going East for the 
winter. Ho predicta a blight future for 
that portion of the Slocan. " Not much 
work will bo dona this winter," said Mr. 
Brinley, " aa few of tho owners had cabins 
built and Bupplioa in store for cold weather. 
Bt-aides this many of tho mine owners are 
poor men who havo little money for devel- 
opment. Somo of them are now ship- 
ping a few tons of ore to get a grub 
atako and in that way can continue work 
through tho winter. Next spring, unless 
ailver prices full, I boliovo a large amount of 
development work will he begun. Tho re- 
turns received from tho oro already shipped 
justify our belief that this will be a wonder- 
ful camp when fully doveloped. Tho 
building of railroads will be a groat help to 
us by reducing tho cost of shipping ore. I 
do not think the Canadian Pacific will 
arrivo at Threo Forks this winter, though 
a big forco of men ia clearing the right of 
way. It is probable tho railroad will atop 
at tho head of Slocan lake until warm 
weather cornea. I understand that a short 
spur will be run from tho lino noxt year to 
give Now Denver a railway outlet." 

San Francisco Cull : It ia posaible that 
tho Standard Oil company may yet find a 
rival on the Paoilio Coast. Tho fact hus 
come out through tho work being done at 
tho Union Iron Works in transposing the 
British ship Bawnmnre into a tank oil-car- 
rier, tho second steamer of tho sort over 
seen on tho Pacific Coast. Tho Bawnmore 
ie to sail further to tho southward and to 
tap an oil field far richer than that of 
Southern California, for her run will bo bo- 
twecn Talaru Bay, on the northern coaat of 
Peru, and San Francisco, und alio will have 
several other ships in the trade with hor, 
should the expectations of tho meu who aro 
behind tho scheme be realized. The oil 
fields of Peru lie in tho Tumbez Valley, 
and in tho extreme northwestern cor- 
ner of tho country, in tho State of 
Pluru, and it ia from this latter field the 
oil is to bo drawn which the Bawnmoro is to 
bring to San Francisco, This field is 
worked by tho London it Pacific Petroleum 
Company, an English corporation with 
concessions for oil-bearing territory covering 
1,000 tquare miles, It is rathor a remark; 
ublti fact that it should bo cheaper to ship 
nil, crude or rofiuod, by steamor, from bo- 
lo* the equator to San FranciBCO than from 
Onio by rail, yet such is tho fact — and thcro 
ia tho further fact also that the oil fields of 



the [Saltern United States are gradually be- 
ing exhausted, and no new territory ia be- 
ing exploited of sufficient productiveness to 
krop up with the demand. The Bawnmore 
will leave San Franciaco on hor firat trip, it 
ia expected, early in December, and will 
load at once with oil aud return to this 
pert.
